LOS ANGELES — Long Beach 
State women’s soccer head coach Mau- 
ricio Ingrassia has reminded his team 


all season, “Soccer is a crazy game 


where anything is possible.” 

The No. 21-ranked ‘Niners took 
note of that Sunday as they out-dueled 
the University of San Diego on a rain- 
soaked field to become the first Big 
West Conference school in history 
to advance to the Elite Eight of the 
NCAA Tournament.

who hadn’t played in LBSU’s last five 
matches, delivered the game-winning 
goal as the ‘Niners escaped with a 1-0 
victory over the Toreros under heavy 
showers at UCLA’s Drake Stadium. 

Is this really happen- 
ing?” Roese said of her thoughts after 
scoring her first career goal. “I’m so 
thankful for this opportunity and ev- 


erything has just been amazing.” 
Roese, who has only seen playing 
time in nine of LBSU’s 24 matches, 
said Ingrassia told her before the game 
to be prepared because the rainy condi- 
tions favor her physical style of play. 
“We figured this would be a game 
for [Roese],” Ingrassia said. “It’s the

Faculty members strike for pay increase 


CSU campuses 
Dominguez 

Hills, East Bay 
participated ina 
strike on Thursday.

Hundreds of California Faculty 


Association members gathered at Cal 


State Dominguez Hills in an attempt 
to shut down the campus as part of a 
one-day strike on Thursday against 
lost pay raises from the 2008-09 and 
2009-10 academic years. 

The current union contract in- 
cluded these pay raises, but the Cal 
State University cited a renegotiation 


clause to block them based on eco- 
nomic conditions. 

Members from Southern Califor- 
nia campuses arrived in buses at the 
strike that lasted from 6 a.m. to 7:30 
p.m. A separate strike was held for 
-Northern California campuses at Cal 
State East Bay. 

Dominguez Hills (CSUDH) was 
“practically dead” while East Bay 


was completely shut down, according _ 
to Ivonne Heinze from the college of 


arts and humanities at CSUDH. 

A press release stated that 2,000 
people picketed at the CSUDH strike 
and no arrests were made. 

Members of various other unions, 
and the California State Senate and 
Assembly, supported CFA at the 
strike, according to David Bradfield, 
associate vice president and co-chair 
of the CFA Board of Directors. He 
said the strike received nationwide 
support. 


CFA is asking for equity pay in- - 


creases for the aforementioned years, 
which would appease faculty mem- 
bers who are ‘suffering from salary 
compression, Cal State Long Beach 
CFA President Teri Yamada said. 

However, CFA President Lillian 
Taiz said the pay raises were “just the 
tip of the iceberg” and the strike was 
also addressed to other issues that the 
CFA sees in the CSU’s decisions re- 
garding executive compensation and 
tuition increases. 

“We are out here because the 
chancellor has misplaced priorities,” 
Taiz said. “When your budget is cut 
at home, you have to decide what is 
important and the chancellor decided 
what is important is executives and 
managers.” 

CSU spokesman Erik Fallis said 
the CSU is declining the equity in- 
creases because “‘it’s a matter of pri- 
Orities.”

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BOT meeting 
protesters 
send open 
letter to Reed 


Blame violence on 
‘leadership failure,’ 
‘police aggression.’

Student organizations and union 
groups from across the state have sent 
an open letter to Cal State University 
Chancellor Charles B. Reed, claiming 
that the violent clash between protesters 
and police at last Wednesday’s Board of 
Trustees meeting was caused by “lead- 
ership failure” and “police aggression.” 

The letter also repeats Lt. Gov. 
Gavin Newsom’s call on the board to 
reconsider a 9 percent tuition increase 
at a special Dec. 5 meeting, in wake of 
the meeting’s relocation. 

But the CSU contends that the board 
relocated the meeting under provisions 
of California’s open meeting law and, 
on Friday, Reed said the board would 
not reconsider the hike. 

Under the Bagley-Keene Act, when a 
public meeting is “willfully interrupted,” 
state officials may order the meeting room 
cleared and continue in session but the 
law also mandates press representatives 
and news media be allowed to attend. 

During the’ violent clash between 
protesters and police Wednesday, many 
members of the media complained that 
they had not been notified of the recon- 
vened meeting. 

“Fundamentally, none of this would 
have happened if you had given stu- 
dents and community members an op- 
portunity to speak,” the letter said of 
the events, 

The board gave protesters a total of

30 minutes, or three minutes per speak- 
er, for public comment but many felt 
that was not enough and continued to 
chant well beyond the allotted time. 
After the chanting did not stop, the 


board adjourned the meeting and or- 


dered police to move protesters out of 
the Dumke Auditorium. 

“When you ordered the police to 
clear the room (an action you failed to 
take in person),” the letter said of the 
events, “they engaged in unwarranted, 
aggressive crowd control tactics.” 

The letter continued, “The police 
pushed protesters from behind as they 
attempted to exit the building. Police 
gave contradictory and confusing or-

“We could pull this money from stu- 


dents,” Fallis said, “but ... it’s not appro-_ 


priate given everything we’ve asked the 
students to do lately.” 

A document framing CFA and the 
CSU’s collective bargaining stated the 
$20 million CFA is demanding would 
pay for 315 full-time temporary lectur- 
er jobs, enrollment of 2,800 students or 
3,150 course sections. 

“Well, it could, but so could [the 
chancellor’s] raise,” said Mark Si- 
moes, from the English department 
at CSULB. “His raise and the various 
raises that the top administrators have 
made fill up ours by far, or at least 


equate them.” 

Fallis said only the salaries of two 
new presidents could be defined as pay 
increases while no presidents have re- 
ceived raises sirfte 2007. But a table on 
the CFA website shows dramatic pay 
raises for CSU presidents from 1998 to 
2011 while faculty salaries remained 
about the same. 

“This greatly affects all of us,” said 
David Turner, a junior at CSUDH. “It 
doesn’t matter if you have financial aid or 
not. It’s all going to affect how we live.” 

Members of the CFA said they appre- 
ciated student participation. 

“Tt’s nice when students come out 
and get angry, then parents get angry,” 
Cal State Fullerton physics professor 


Keith Wanser said. “There’s the real.

Protesters were eventually moved 
out of the Chancellor’s Office, where 
they regrouped with others and at- 


tempted to gain re-entry. 


“The police pepper-sprayed students, 
workers and community members with- 
out warning,” the letter contended. “And 
the police ignored efforts by our police 
liaisons to make contact and productive- 
ly de-escalate the situation.” 

As police pepper-sprayed and struck 
protesters with batons, three protesters 
were arrested after tumbling onto police 
and gaining access into the building. 

The letter contends that police pulled 
these protesters in. 


When police arrested the three pro- 
testers, they were able to partially close 


. a glass entrance door leading into the 


Chancellor’s Office but, as the door was 
being closed, it shattered, injuring two 
police officers. . 

It is unclear whether protesters, po- 
lice, or both caused the door to shatter. 

As this happened near the entrance 
of the Chancellor’s Office, the board 
met and approved, 9-6, a $498 tuition 
increase for the CSU’s next academic 
year. 

Since 2009, the CSU has approved 
six separate tuition increases, nearly 
doubling the 23-campus system’s cost 
of attendance. 


In fall 2008, students paid $3,048 on 
top of mandatory campus fees. If the 9 
percent hike is not bought out by the 
state, students will pay $5,970 on top of 
mandatory campus fees. 

The average CSU student may pay as 
much as $7,017 next fall, and CSULB 
students may pay as much as $6,738 

California Faculty Association Presi- 
dent Lillian Taiz, Cal State Long Beach 
College of Liberal Arts Student Council 
President James Suazo and CSULB Po- 
litical Science Graduate Student Asso- 
ciation President and Occupy CSULB 
organizer Donnie Bessom, as well as 
a number of other student organization 
and union leaders, signed the letter. 


New Student Media Board bylaws take effect 


The bylaws have 
a content review 
process.

Associated Students Inc. Executive 
Director Richard Haller clarified that 
the new student media bylaws, which 
passed on its third reading Nov. 16, do 
not have a content approval process 
but a review process. 

Haller made several clarifications 
regarding Student Media Board by- 
laws during its final ASI Senate read- 
ing last week, stating that a Daily 
49er editorial criticizing the bylaws 
was based on misinformation. 

The editorial “Bylaws should not 
infringe too much on student presses” 
roused suspicion that the new bylaws 
would bring censorship to the Union 
Weekly’s content. 


There is no content approval pro- | 


cess that would bring censorship, but 
there is a review process, according 
to Haller. 

If an editor were unsure of the 
First Amendment’s protection on a 
published work, their duty would be 
to seek an ASI staff adviser for legal 
advice. 

Content that is obscene, libelous, 
an invasion of privacy or may cre- 


ate a material disruption of campus 
activity is not protected under First 
Amendment rights. 

If published, the Student Media 
Board would then be liable for that 
content. 

Student Media personnel could po- 
tentially be fired by ASI if they were 
to commit malfeasance, misfeasance 
or nonfeasance. 

“So the way I kind of explain it 


‘to the board is malfeasance is doing 


something bad, misfeasance is doing 
something wrong and nonfeasance 
is not doing what you’re supposed to 
do,” Haller said. 

The media bylaws were also in de- 
velopment long before the controver- 
sy surrounding the Union Weekly’s 
“racist” Pow Wow article, according 
to Haller. 

The bylaws were drafted in spring 
2010 “to make the board more attrac- 
tive to students who wanted to get in- 
volved and to give it more direction,” 
Haller said. : 

Prior to that, the Student Media 
Board did not have enough voting 
members to conduct business due to 
the lack of student recruitment. 

“Now, I’ll admit that the contro- 
versy last spring kind of made this 
more of a priority, but we had been 
talking about this [bylaw reform] be- 
forehand,” Haller said. 

John Trapper, general manager of 
KBEACH, stated that the Pow Wow 
controversy spawned “Union haters” 
to apply for ASI senator-at-large po- 
sitions and potentially sit on the Stu- 


dent Media Board. 

Senator-at-Large Jason Neas later 
said the issue was not as urgent as 
Trapper implied, observing that the 
ASI application process would most 
likely filter out any applicants with 
ulterior mofives against the Union 
Weekly. 

“To be honest, I haven’t witnessed 
people who are against the Union 
Weekly apply for seats on the Student 
Media Board,” Haller said. 

According to Haller, the manda- 
tory training referenced in the by- 
laws does not pertain to students in 
KBEACH or the Union Weekly. 

Rather, it pertains to training to be- 
come a member of the Student Media 
Board. ; 

“Part of [the training] is know- 
ing First Amendment rights, legal 
responsibilities ... and basically how 
to be a good board member,” Haller 
said. : 

Haller also clarified that College 
Beat is not a Student Media outlet. 
Originally created as a marketing 
tool for the University Student Union, 
College Beat runs directly under the 
jurisdiction of ASI. 

“College Beat is starting to get into 
broadcast products, like news reports 
and news features,” Haller said. “If 
they’re going to continue producing 
broadcast products, then it would 
make sense to come under the Stu- 
dent Media Board, but that’s nothing 
that we’re doing right now.” 

The Student Media Board- bylaws 
went into effect Nov. 18.

In addition to the Occupy movements, the CSU 
just voted to raise tuition by nine percent for the 

_ fall 2012 semester and students have not taken 
the news lightly. We’ve seen students protest 
peacefully and, as seen here in Long Beach, 
violently with equally aggressive consequences. 
If students want to keep protesting the injustices 
they find in the world, they need to do so peace- 
fully in order to keep themselves safe and to get 
their message across effectively. : 
When the CSU Board of Trustees voted 

to raise tuition last week, students reacted in 
some of the worst ways possible. Tensions were 
running high since word of the new tuition 
hike got out, and it culminated in what was 
basically an angry mob rioting in front of town 
hall. Students were damaging property, cussing 
out police officers and each other. Long Beach 
police showed up in riot gear to tackle and ar- 
rest students. 

Student protests are often completely 
justified. Students absolutely have the right to 
speak out against anyone who takes advantage 
of them. Especially when it’s their own state 
screwing them out of an education. We all work 
hard to pay for our tuition, bills, books, gas, 
and food, but after semester after semester of 
tuition hikes, it isn’t enough. We have the right 
to protest how the state is handling education, 
but at what point does it cross over from being 
a valid form of dissension to an act of pointless 
violence? 

Screaming and destroying property isn’t going to help anyone 
see our side of the story. The more we yell at each other and “the 
man,” the less he’s going to want to listen. We’re not doing our 
cause any favors by sullying it with violence. As long as our ac- 
tions are pure, our message will be, too. 

Of course, there’s always the possibility of danger, even when

They were 
completely peaceful, sitting on the sidewalk arm in arm when they 
were doused. Their actions were completely different from those of 
the Long Beach students, and the media coverage reflects it. People 
are in uproar over the Davis story and have called for the resigna-

If you thought things in the Middle East 
couldn’t get any crazier, you were wrong. From 
riots in Egypt to Syrian defiance of the Arab 
League, and even to Libya and its spoils of war, 
this region has had quite an eventful week. 

Egyptians are rioting in Tahrir Square, and 
are calling for the military to transfer power 
to a civilian, elected government. What’s the 
problem, you ask? Well the military —the only 
legitimate governing body at the moment in 
Egypt— has a monopoly over the use of force and 
can use it anytime. This may have been effective 
a few months back with the overthrow of Hosni 
Mubarak; however, it seems to pose a major prob- 
lem for the political development of the country. 

Over in Syria, President Bashar Al Assad and 
his regime continue to defy the Arab League’s 


call for peace and halts to civilian deaths. While 
Assad is concerned for Syrian sovereignty, 

the Arab League seemed to be the West’s only 
organization which may have had the chance 

to penetrate the Syrian crisis in a positive way. 
A draft resolution presented in the U.N. Secu- 
rity Council and backed by 
Western states which would 
condemn the violence in 
Syria has been vetoed by 
both China and Russia, 
proving interests in terms of trade and historical 
alliances —Russian and Syria— are so far still 
coming in handy for the Syrian president, who 
made it clear that “Syria will not bow down and 
that it will continue to resist the pressure being 
imposed on it.” I wonder if the Syrians are aware 
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of their “solidarity” with Assad. Regardless of 
this supposed resistance to pressure, so far, this 
conflict has left 3,500 people dead. 

Finally, the son of late Libyan President 
Muammar Ghaddafi, Saif Al-Islam Ghaddafi, has 
been captured by rebel insurgents and has been 
flown from the site of capture 
to a different Libyan city. 
While the West urges that he 
be handed over to the Inter- 
national Criminal Court for . 
trial, most Libyans feel he must be tried in Libya. 
Since Libya currently does not have the means to 
carry out a proper hearing due to dysfunctions in 
the judicial branch, or a government to carry out 
the court case, the Libyan resistance’s insistence 
seems futile—an attempt to scapegoat and keep

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focus away from progress and security. 

While most were in support of revolutions 
across the region, even experts were unable to - 
predict the effectiveness of said revolutions and 
what the outcome of each one would be. The rev- 
olutionary spirit itself may have been a domino 
effect, but the externalities which may potentially 
be caused by this continued instability will un- 
doubtedly be much greater for both neighboring 
nations and the region. Whether its strengthening 
the Arab League or its U.N. involvement, some

Faculty dance show honors former CSULB dance professor 


The concert included 
abstract dances, 
choreography by 
CSULB dance faculty.

Dance, like all art forms, should be 
for everyone. The beauty of art is that 
it should speak to the audience, regard- 
less of their level of expertise in the arts, 
about what it means to be human. At 
the very least, audiences should leave a 
dance concert feeling entertained. 

The fall 2011 Faculty Dance Con- 
cert, choreographed by Cal State Long 
Beach dance faculty, was held at the 
Martha B. Knoebel Dance Theater last 
week. The concert was held in honor 
of Susan McLain, a former dance pro- 


fessor at CSULB and principal dancer 
with the Martha Graham Dance Com- 
pany, who died in August. 

The first act, which only consisted 
of three pieces, was nearly an hour 
long. All dances can always be shorter. 
Many of the pieces were abstract and 
had no theme. Having a piece be solely 
movement-based is fine, but if you’re 
going that route, then your movement 
and music better be really interesting. 
Sadly, many of the pieces seemed to 
blend together. 

During the second act of the show, 
a video featuring interviews with 
McLain and clips of her choreographic 
works were shown. During one inter- 
view, McLain said that her objective 
as a choreographer was to, “Have each 
piece be different ... and not to bore the 
audience to death.” 

Happily, several pieces in the show 
most definitely did not “bore the audi- 
ence to death.” 

The show opened with “Side by Side” 
by Sophie Monet. This was a contempo- 


rary ballet piece and it stood out in a sea 
of modern dance. This piece appeared 
to be abstract, but it was a pleasure to 
sit back and enjoy the simple beauty of 
the choreography and the dancers’ art- 
istry. Monet made use of mirroring in 
this piece, along with using the dancers’ 
bodies to create interesting geometric 
shapes. The dancers executed some 
spectacular lifts during the sections 
with partner work. The piece ended 
tenderly as one dancer rested her head 
on her partner’s shoulder. 

“Podcast” by John Pennington, a 
dance professor at CSULB, was also 
entertaining, although it felt like two 
completely different dances merged 
into one. For the first half of “Podcast,” 
the dancers performed to different pod- 
casts from the self-help genre. It was 
interesting to see how words, instead of 
music, dictated the movement and the 
mood. 

During a podcast called “Anxi- 
ety Slayer” the dancers did yoga-like 
movements, and in another piece called 


“Lisa Love,” the dancers moved like 
provocative robots and stuck out their 
chests as Lisa Love implored women to 
use their cleavage to attract men. Then, 
the voices of all the different podcasts 
garbled together and the dancers moved 
quickly and erratically. 

It seemed like this was the end of 
the piece, and it would have been a fit- 
ting ending. Instead, a woman came on 
stage to rap and the dancers continued. 
She wasn’t always loud enough to hear, 
but phrases like “sticks and stones may 
break my bones” and “we sing for pow- 
er” could barely be understood. No one 
wants to hear clean rap unless it’s a joke, 
and clean rap paired with modern dance 
is pretty awkward to watch. It could be 
argued that the first section of the dance 
was about being unhappy with yourself 
and the second part was about finding 
self-acceptance. Still, the two parts just 
didn’t seem to fit very well. 

In the second act, “Dreaming Op. 
15 No. 3”. by Keith Johnson, associate 
professor of dance, appeared to tell the 


story of forbidden love, specifically gay 
and_lesbian.Jove. The piece followed 
two-couples that:were both on the stage 
forthe entire piece. Two women in Vic- 


toriah gowns stood on an antique carpet _ 


with: bold frames hanging above. Across 
the stage were two men on a patch of 
grass, staring at each other while wear- 
ing nothing but their underwear. 

The: movement was very pedestrian 
with: some dance technique thrown 
in for good measure. The piece ended 
with the men making out and the wom- 
en holding hands, looking at each other 
longingly but not daring to do more. 
This piece was interesting, but it was 
very distracting to try to watch two sep- 
arate storylines that never interacted. It 
also wasn’t clear what the exact story- 
line was for either set of characters.

A pair of dominant freshmen car- 
ried the Long Beach State women's 
volleyball team as its .win-streak hit 
a season-high 12 matches Saturday 
night at'the Walter Pyramid. 

No. 24-ranked LBSU did not let 
its deficit get out of control after fal- 
tering in the first set, as it regrouped 
to defeat Big West Conference-rival 
UC Irvine(10-18, 4-12 Big West) in 
four sets — 19-25, 25-16, 25-15, 25- 
17. 

The ‘Niners (20-6, 14-2 Big West) 
completed its conference schedule 
Saturday night, defeating the Ant- 
eaters (10-18, 4-12 Big West) for the 
second time this season. 

After dropping the first set, 25-19, 
LBSU won the next three en route to 
its 12th consecutive match victory — 
the team's longest streak since 2007. 

LBSU head coach Brian Gimmil- 
laro said even though the team could 
have been more mentally prepared, 
it was physically ready for Irvine. 

"If there is a good sign to this 
game, it is that we did not play very 
well but the scores were still pretty 
good," he said.

"This is a real tragedy for both fami- 
lies," Cal State Long Beach President 
F. King Alexander said via email. "Our 
thoughts and prayers are with both fam- 
ilies. Such a sad loss." 

"It's just a cold slap of real to you," 
OSU President Burns Hargis told Tulsa 
News. "It's our worst nightmare. The 
entire OSU family is very close, very 
close, indeed. And to lose anyone, espe- 
cially these two individuals, who were 
incredible life forces in our family, it's 
worse beyond words." 

Serna spent two seasons’ as an as- 
sistant at LBSU under former head 
coach Dallas Bolla. In her first year as a 
member of the 49ers staff in 1999-2000, 
the squad advanced to the third round 
of the Women's National Invitational 
Tournament (WNIT), made an ap- 
pearance in the Big West Tournament 
finals and notched the 15th 20-plus win 
season in school history. In 2000-01, 
LBSU was back in the conference finals 
and finished the campaign with a 17-13 
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overall record. 

Serna also spent time as an assistant 
at Chicago State, Fresno State and Lou- 
siana Tech. Prior to her stint at LBSU, 
Serna served as an assistant at Trinity 
Valley Community College in Athens, 
Texas. That team finished the 1998-99 
season with an unblemished 36-0 re- 
cord and won the National Junior Col- 
lege Athletic Association (NJCAA) Na- 
tional Championship. 

As a player, Serna was named the 
league freshman of the year and earned 
honorable mention Kodak All-America 
honors while competing for Central Ar- 
izona College during the 1993-94 sea- 
son. After transferring to Trinity Valley 
Community College, she helped lead 
the Lady Cardinals to a 32-4 record and 
the NJCAA National title in 1996. 

Serna then completed her collegiate 
career at Houston where she competed 
for the Cougars during the 1996-97 
season. She completed her bachelor's 
degree in mathematics at Texas A&M- 
Commerce in 1998. 
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Men’s basketball falls to SDSU in OT 


49ers commit 23 
turnovers, 26 fouls 
in four-point loss to 
Aztecs.

SAN DIEGO — After earning one 
of the biggest wins in school history, 
the Long Beach State men's basketball 
team intended on avoiding a letdown. 

Unfortunately for the 49ers, San 
Diego State University was more than 
eager to end the their post-Pittsburgh 
upset party. : 

The Aztecs rallied from a three- 
point first-half deficit and held on in 
overtime to pull out a. 77-73 victory 
over The Beach on Saturday afternoon 
at Viejas Arena. 

The game was not pretty by any 
means. LBSU committed a whopping 
23 of the 39 combined turnovers for 
the game and 26 of the 47 fouls called. 
The result, however, was an exciting 
game that had the feel and intensity of 
a matchup one would expect to see in 


March, not mid-November. 

49ers head coach Dan Monson said 
that a lack of cohesiveness led to the 
struggles on the offensive end. 

"We didn't play well enough togeth- 
er," he said. "[Against Pitt], we had 24 
assists and 10 turnovers, and we had 
the reverse today — 12 assists on 23 
turnovers. We have guys trying to do 
too much, and trying to go off on their 
own. too much.” 

LBSU senior guard Larry Anderson, 
who tallied a career-high 25 points on 8 
of 13 shooting and eight rebounds, said 
complacency after the win over No. 9 
Pitt played a role in the loss. 

"I think we just got complacent," he 
said. "We got really happy that we beat 
Pittsburgh, and coach said from the 
get go that [SDSU] a dangerous team. 
They're really athletic, and we didn't 
handle that success very well." 

Both teams had rough. shooting 
nights as well. LBSU (2-1) shot just 
41.5 percent from the field, while SDSU 
(5-1) finished at a 41.2 percent clip. The 
Beach won the rebounding battle, but 
SDSU grabbed 19 offensive rebounds 
[11 in the first half] which led to 18 sec- 
ond chance points. 

‘Niners senior guard Casper Ware 


said LBSU's offensive struggles, which 
were highlighted in the second half and 
overtime when it combined for just 33 
points, were a testament to the Aztecs 
defense. 

"They were helping each other out 
with help-side defense," said Ware, 
who had a game-high 26 points on 7 
of 15 shooting, including 11 of 12 from 
the free throw line. "I think they took 
five charges in the second half, that 
made us stagnant on offense and we 
didn't adjust to it." 

With The Beach trailing by three, 
Ware's lone miss from the free throw 
line with eight seconds left in the game 
opened the opportunity for sophomore 
SDSU reserve guard Jamal Franklin to 
put the game away. 

Franklin scored 14 of his team-high 
21 points in the after the break, and 
none bigger than the two free throws he 
sank with 3.9 seconds left in overtime 
tovall but seal the SDSU win. 

Anderson then attempted draw a 
four-point-play at the end of regulation, 
but his efforts fell short. 

The ‘Niners will be back in action 
Tuesday night against Boise State Uni- 
versity at the Walter Pyramid at 7:05 
p.m.

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range in a one-of-one situation with lung- 
ing USD goalkeeper Courtney Parsons. 

“I saw the ball pop loose and I just 
tried to put it on frame somehow,” Ro- 
ese said. “I haven't played as many min- 
utes [this season] as I had hoped for, but 
as a freshman, you have to earn your 
time. It’s something I’ve been working 
onallseasen.” - 

‘The. Toreros fought back, though, 
and came close to tying up the match in 
the 84th minute when defender Natalie 
Garcia sent a rocket that clanked off the 


crossbar from 20 yards out. 

From there, the 49ers were able to 
hold on to the win as a parade of LBSU 
fans stormed the field to celebrate with 
the team after the final horn sounded. 

The win extended the 49ers’ win- 
ning-streak to a program-high eight 
matches. It also marked the second 
consecutive time the “Niners (18-5-1) 
have defeated the Toreros (12-8-2) this 
season. 

“T want to give credit to San Diego 
and [head coach] Ada Greenwood,” In- 
grassia said. “They’ve had a fantastic 
season. He is a great friend of mine and 
we both knew it was going to be a war 
just like the first time we played them. 


The conditions were not ideal for either 
team, but that’s soccer.” 

LBSU goalkeeper Kaitlyn Gustaves 
registered two saves en route to her 
fifth consecutive shutout and 12th of the 
year. Gustaves and the 49ers back line, 
which have blanked their opponents in 
seven of the last eight games, have not 
allowed a goal in 477 minutes. 

The match was evenly played as both 
teams registered two shots on goal, 
while USD held a slight 9-8 advantage 
in attempts. 

However, that didn’t stop both teams 
from having their share of troubles with 
moving the ball on a surface where 
puddles of water were visible on parts 


of the field. ‘ D 

“We couldn’t even dribble,’ LBSU 
defender Nicole Hubbard said. “We 
could barely pass. Everything had to ba- 
sically be in the air. There was puddles 
everywhere. They weren’t the greatest 
conditions, but hey, we’ll take it.” 

Ingrassia also noted the many diffi- 
culties he and his coaching staff faced 
when trying to determine which of their 
players were most capable of playing on 
the slippery surface, 

“We changed our lineups two or 
three times during the game,” Ingrassia 
said. “We were thinking, ‘Can we play 
up the side? Is there standing water?’ 
One side seemed to be dryer than the 


other. I just kept changing my mind, but 
at the end of the day, we were playing 
in the Sweet 16. How bad could Sus be? 
This was fantastic.” 

The Beach continues to shatter 
single-season program records for vic- 
tories (18), goals (49), assists (52) and 
points (150). 

Long Beach is also one of just 
three schools that have yet to allow 
a goal in the NCAA Tournament. 
The other two programs are top- 
ranked Stanford and No. 8 Virginia. 

LBSU will move on to face No. 
1-seeded Duke University in the quar- 
terfinals of the 64-team tournament at 
Durham, N.C. on Friday at 4 p.m. (PT).
